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Council Turns Down 
Election Proposals 

• ALTHOUGH FIRST efforts to change Student Council 
election dates have been rebuffed, backers of the proposal 
appear to be setting up for another try. 

The electhm period change — which would move the elec- 
tion to the firrt week of the Spring semester from Its present 
late April date— was. turned ' 



down by a six-four vote at 
last Wednesday’s Council 
meeting. 

But advocates of ffie change 
—who have iniiited they were a 
victiin of clroimataneei at that 
meeting— indicate they’re willing 
to tiy again. 

Fresbnum Director Don Ardell 
introduced the gropoial, noting 
that adoption would permit larger 
voting totals, a more Informed 
eleetorate and new officers would 
be able to get their Jobs Into mesh 
more quickly and efficiently. 

Ardell pointed out that student 
opinion— as far as he could deter- 
mine — favored the proposals. 

Main objections to’ the changes 
came from Advocate Jeff Young. 
Young pointed out that weather 
conditions in Febrtlnry would tend 
to hinder present Campaign tac- 
tics. He said the cOld and the 
early darkness would hamper 
street campaigning and cut down 
the vote total. 

Young's point was generally 
conceded by the proposal’s back- 
ers although they noted tha't some 
campaigning arrangement could 
be worked out. Linda Sennet, the 
Lower Columbian representative. 


in the early fall weeks. Young 
said that it hasn3 been the Coun- 
cU making the mistakes, but the 
errors came from the Individual 
committees and activlUes. 

Secretary Helene Harper ob- 
jected to the election date switch, ■ 
noting that new students In-Felm- 
ary would not be . familar with 
either the Council or the candi- 
dates. 

Vice President Jay Baraff— who 
was chairman of the meeting — 
handed the gavel to Laiv School 
representative Dick SUber and 
then chimed in with his objections. 

Baraff said any incmased vote 
totais resuiting from Atdell’s ideas 
of putting information sheets in 
the registration envelopes might 
not be trusted. He said such in- 
crease couldn’t be an . accurate 
barometer of student interest 
"You vote because you are inter- 
ested. There is not necessarily 
interest because you vote." 

Backers of the proposal are still 
claiming they were victims of cir- 
cumstance. They had counted on 
backing from Councli President 
Charies Mays, SChooi of Education 
representative Anne Mays, Engi- 
neering School representative Ray 
Lupo, Activities Director Stu Ross, 
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be seated in- class buildings at 
specified hours to answer election 
queries. PubUcIty Direptor John 
Day pointed out that the weather 
conditions would stress the impor- 
tance of the Council election for- 
ums, thus giving the foRims the 
importance they were established 
for. 

Young also took issue with the 
Idea of having Council member* 
take office In FahtUgry.

The Council did pass one major 
issue, voting to switch back to 
weel^ meetings, instead of the 
the present bi-weekly system.

This position was 
questioned persistant^ by Judge 
Holtzoff, an authority on military 
law and dvU procedure, and by 
both Supreme Court Justices. 

The argument of Schwarz and 
Volterra that the .Circuit could is- 
sue a writ of habeus corpus to a- 
soldier being held by the military 
outside of toe jurisdiction of the 
court was upheld by the unani- 
mous decision of toe judges. For 
their efforts, the wlnniiig advo- 
cates each received a copy of toe 
law book, "Briefing and Argu- 
ments of Federal Appeals.” All

IndependenU would like to have 
a greater influence on campus but 
are unable to do so by lack of or- 
ganization. The Greek running for 
office automatkally has the sup- 
port of his own organization a^ 
usually several others. 

TTie Independent has to face 
a Greek with much support when 
he has none. So this vast potential 
doesn't manifest itself under the 
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present system. There are just too .. 
many obstacles." - ' 

Ouey outlined the group’s main 
purpose as the Improvement of 
the campus. He also deplored the 
fact that many Gredks run unop- 
posed for §tud«it Council ofllae 
and hoped to be able to run quali- 
fied taidependenU for the CbunciL 
Carey hopes to have the first 
real organizational meeting of the , 
Independent StudenU Association, 
as he expecu the group to be 
called in the ftiture, in early De- 
cember.

Mock Trial To Pat 

• THIS YEAR’S BIGGER and better mock trial must be 
termed a qualified success. With better organization the pre- 
tfltd bally-boo stirred interest in at least a portion of the cam- 
pus and the trial itself sustained this interest. 

By bringing a federal district- judge and the District of 
Cbhimbia coroner to the Law School’s basement court-room, 
the trial oflicials lent the necessary air of authenticity to tho 
proceedings. 

But the hardy band that sat through Saturday's five-hdui; 
presentation came away convinced that thwe must be a better 
way of setting up the facts of the crime. 

First, the critique of the trial was given to the HATCHET, 
duly printed, then thrown out. The testimony finally presented 
was inconsistent. It was hard to believe that pros^tion and 
defense witnesses were talking about the same crime. 

This saddled the budding lawyers with an additional bur- 
den, and did much to make a farce out of their obviously 
extensive and thorough preparations. A witness to an actual 
crime can be molded, converted and bullied by a skillful 
lawyer, because the witness is oftefi not ks sure of the actual 
facts as he seems. . _ 

But the sketchy facts srfven the witnesses didn’t allow 
them room for human interpretation by themselves or any- 
body else. The cross-examiners tried futily to tear down some 
’ of the doubtful testimony, but the witnesses couldn’t be 
shaken, because they just dldn’t know enough about what they 
"saw" to be confused. 

Except for this basic weakness and some showboat per- 
formances'by the BMOC witnesses, however, the trial was a 
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convincing judicial display that deserves the plaudits of the 
school.

If Baraff did propose an investi- 
gation and it was stricken from 
the final motion— why was this 
not reported? The matter remains 
that no investigation was author- 
ized and Baraff is running around 
without the council's expressed 
sanction for his witch-hunt. 

In a democracy, an informed 
public is vital for good govem- 
Bsent. Freedom of the press is 
jealously guarded, and rightly so. 
But as all freedoms, this one car- 
ries responsibilities. Reporting the 
facts in a non-jing<dstlc manner is 
one of them. 

Secondly, a little demoralizing 
history was cited in the transfer 
of parking lot personnel a year 
ago to prove the possibility of Ille- 
gal acts by the attendants now. 
Baraff’s implication that parking 
lot revenue is going into someone’s 
pocket is slanderous of the pres- 
ent personnel This type of unfair 
witcb hunting doesn't seem to be 
In the best interest of good jour- 
nalism or good Student-University 
personnel relations. 

Presently, the House Committee 
on UnAmerican Activities is using 
similar tactics to yours. They im- 
ply certain negative acts on the 
part of Individuals, and* this is giv- 
en great publicity.

DC To Utilize Schlesinger Course 
For Driver Rehabilitation Program 


• THOUSANDS OF DISTRICT of Columbia drivers who have temporarily tost their driving 
permits under a point system will be given a chance to get thebr licenses back in December — 
if they pass a rehabilitation program developed by Associate Research Professor Dr. Lawrence 
Schlesingsr, professor of Psychology and Director of the University Driver Behavior Project. 

The DC Department bf Motor Vehicles announced last week that beginning DecembOT 1, 
drivers on the borderline of 


suspension and those already 
suspended will be required by 
law to take the “course” pre- 
pared by Dr. Schlesinger and - 
hit staff. Thii cUsa pf probiam 
dritfra win prbba^ W the b^- 
gett 'local study gtoup in the his- 
tory of off-campua education, since 
the District has over 5,000 ''stu- 
dents” scheduled to enroll. 

No credit of advanced standing 
Is given for taking the course as 
the University is turning the pro- 
gram over to the District. The De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles will 
administer it as a pilot study of 
the effectiveness of a self teach- 
ing traffic safety manual. 


"We’ll see whether people going 
through the program have fewer 
accidents and traffic violsUons," 
Dr. Schlealngar paid. 

The manual la equipped with 
new self teaching instruction tech- 
nkpiat developed by Dr. Schles- 
inger and his sUdf. The project's 
trail breaking psychological re- 
aeoich la being carried out under 
the ternu of a three-year, (270,- 
000 grant to the University from 
The National Institutes of Health, 
and wax begun in 1960 under the 
directiem of Dr. Thelma Hunt, 
chairman of the psychology de- 
portment. 

About twenty manuals In all 
will be prepared by the project.

Tount, accused at murdering 
JeC Feldman during a Ost-and- 
knlfo Sght in the Student Union 
on;November L was acquitted on 
grounds of selP defense. 

Id. RMiard Weiss, of the Homi- 
cide Sqpad, the airesting officer, 
testtOsd that fingerprints of both 
Yoiiaa-and Feldman were on the 
handle at the ksife. Weiss said 
tbit the clarity of the prints and 
the position of the fingers (on the 
knM) indicated that the knife 
waa held pointing away from 
Young. He described Young's emo- 
tional condition after the*crime 
as “calm, almost undisturbed.” 

John Psppalardo, University 
student who was eating lunch in 
the Unlan at the time described 
the nght Psppalardo, who knows 
both FaMman and Young made a 
verbal error in stating that “Mr. 
Young was chased by Mr. Feld- 
man." He stated that he saw 
Young with the knife in his right 


hand, atthough he did not see 
Young draw the knife. Psppalardo 
said that he saw Young gash Feld- 
man's left arm. He said that ' 
Young lunged at Feldman aitd 
both fell to the floor. Youngv 
pinned Feldmim's right arm to the 
floor and thrust the knife into the / 
chest 

Prosecution witness, Dr. Albert . 
HayncA of the D. C. (General Hos- 
pital, who performed the autopsy 
of the bo^, testified that the 
angle of direction of the knife in- 
dicated that the knife wound in 
the chest could not have been in- 
flicted Igr the deceased, Jeff Feld- 
man. The autopsy showed a lacer- 
ation hi the left arm, rendering 
the arm useless. This alone could 
have caused death in a maximum 
of three minutes. 

The defease council, represented 
by Gary Nateman and Jason 
Shrinsky, called for a motion of 
acquittal under Rule 29a, declar- 
ing that the prosecution had not 
established -Corpus Delecti (the 
defense disputed that body of 
crime was committed) since the/ 
fingerprints on the knife were 
those of bojh parties, and that 
evidence of faH was made by oiw 
eye witness who seemed confus^ 
'as to the parties involved. The 


Judge, the HonoraUk Albert Jack- 
son, overruled the motion, stating 
that the proaecution had estab- 
lished 1> that the crime was com- 
mitted by someone, and 2) that 
the someone was the defendant. 

Defense witness. Dr. John Cdux, 
MD, gave the defendant a tetanus 
shot for laceratkms on his face, ' 
Yestifled that the defendant after 
the crime seemed calm. 

Lee DesCJuunps, a part-time 
salesman at Arena Sport Shop, 
tintifled that he bad sold Feldman 
the knife. DcsChamps said that he 
Is certain that the Arena Sport 
Store is the only distributor in the 
District area that handles that 
particular brand at knife. Des- 
Champe who lives on the same 
floor in the residence hall as 
Feldman said Feldman's reputa- 
tion was not good. 

Miss Linda Sennett, who was 
eating lunch in the Union, heard 
the angry voices of Feldman and 
Young above the noise In the Un- 
ion. 

She testified f'eldman had told 
Young that he was tired of all 
his (Youirg's) "damned, false ac- 
cusations" and punched Young in 
the stomach. 

Young retaliated and knocked 


FbMman to the floor. Fddpian 
drew a knife tram Ms right pocket 
and got up from the floor. Feld- 
nuui then hmged at Young with 
the Imife. Young fell on top of 
Feldman. 

Miss Sennett testified that she 
saw iM cut made in the arm of 
the deceased, did not see Feldman 
open the blade and that she did 
not see the ktdfe dislodged from 
the hand of Feldman. 

' The defendant testified that he 
was exchanging Ms Student Coun- 
cil member i Mp, card for a Home- 
coming ticket when he felt Ms 
wallet leaving his pocket. When he 
looked and saw Feldman he called 
"Hey you . . 

Feldman began to run and 
shouted that ,fie was tired of 
Young picking on him and thas-he 
was going to end it once and for 
all. Young testified also that when 
Feldman charged at him, the knife 
blade was open. 

Prosecution council, Phil Hoch- 
man' and Robert Lynch, rested 
their argument on the testimony 
of Psppalardo and that the de- 
fepdant slashed the left arm of 
Feldman, pinned his right arm to 
the floor and stabbed him, and 
upon the testimony that neither 
the defense witness, Sennett, nor 
the defendant saw a wound in the 
left arm of the deceased. 

The acquittal offset the Incisive,
